«Leading authorities on the 


‘game of auction bridge met the 


Card Committee of the Portland 
Club, with the object of framing 
a new code of laws.. The meet- 
ing was private, and a statement 
issued later said: : 

The meeting received replies 
from 170 bridge cluts on various 
points submitted to them, and the 
voting resulted: In favour of 
majority calling 87, against 68; 
in favour of the right to “closure” 
the bidding: in the case of an un- 
derbid 146 against 17; in favour 
of the Portland Club revoke 
penalty 155, in favour of the 
American revoke penalty. 5. 

The chairman said it was pro- 
posed to take the opinion of the 
conference on a number of points, 
to redraft the laws in ‘accord- 
ance therewith, and to submit 
the laws, so’ drafted, to a subse- 
quent mecting. The discussion 
showed that a preponderance of 
delegates ‘were in favour . of 
majority calling, the decimal 
system of honours, and . the, 
abolition of chicane. ,. Any other 
alterations would ‘be of a minor 
character.

Before the Portland Club issued 
its new code of laws in January 
1924 I repeatedly pressed in “The 
Daily Mail’’- for -the introduction 
of majority bidding, writes Mr. 
A. E. Manning ‘Foster in that 
paper. I pointed out that major- 
ity bidding: improves the game, 
makes bidding brisker, puts’ all 
holders of Jong minor suits on 
better fighting terms, and, if 


adopted, would bring English 
Bridge more into line with 
Bridge as played abrond. The 


reform has now: been accepted by 
the Portland Club as:a result of a 
conference with other clubs. 
The law as it stands in the 
American code reads:— 


A bid of a greater number of 
_odd tricks ranks higher than 
a bid of a lesser number. When 
two bids are of the same num: 
ber they rank; No Trumps 
(highest), Spades, Hearts, 
Diamonds, Clubs (lowest). —: 
The opportunities of bidding 
long, powerful minor suits over 
lony major suits are of sufficiently 
frequent occurrences to make the 
change to. the American system 
interesting, 


as Scoring of Honours. , 
~ The second point is the decimal 
system of. counting honours. 
Thus simple honours (8 in one 
hand or 2: in one hand and 1 in 
parfner’s) will score 30 points, 
four honours (divided) 40, four in 
ohe hand 80, five honours (divid- 
Led) 90, and five in one Hand 100.

WOMEN INVADE: SMOKE 
ROOM. 
ATLANTIC LINERS PROBLEM. ’ 


Women cigarette devotees have 
(says the Liverpool correspondent 
of the London “Morning Post”), 
provided a new problem on 
Trans-Atlantic ships. Up to. re- 
cent times the smoke-room of a 
liner has been regarded .as the 
one portion of the ship designed 
exclusively for male passengers, 
where they can discuss business * 
matters and affairs of the world 
safe-from-feminine interruption. 

But there ‘is no territory that 
some women are afraid to invade, 
and their incursion even into the 
the smoke-room of the ship at sea 
has now been quite ° definitely 
made, ‘ 


Liverpool shipowners . whose 
vessels are engaged in the Atlan- 
tic passenger trade have endea- 
voured to steer a middle course by 
a naively worded intimation near 
the entrance to the smoke-room 
that the room is primarily for the 
use of gentlemen. ; : 


“As a rule this polite hint has 
the desired effect,” said an Atlan- 
tic ship’s officer, “but not always. . , 
There are some women who insist 
on being in the smoking room. - 
Such women are viewed with dis- 
favour, and there have been mild, 
protests, It is, however, largely 
a matter of good taste, and most 
women have sufficient instinct to 
judge as to whether their pre- 
sence in the smoking room is wel- ° 
come or otherwise. And we must: 
leave it at that.” ;

SELF-STARTER. 


PREVENTION OF 
JAMMING. 

Co eiderable trouble may be 
enused by the jamming of the self- 
starter, although that portion of 
the car hus been brought to 2 state 
of .wreat dependability, ‘When a 
jam is experienced it may be neces- 
sary to remove the unit before the 
engine is freed, nnd a further dis- 
advantage is that‘ the jamming 
sometimes occurs in dense traffic 
stops, = Y hogs 

It is obvious that there is a very 
heavy strain upon the starter _driv- 
ing end when it is engaged. There 
is no gradual application of power 
but the maximum effort is made 
suddenly, against the total resist- 
ance of the engine, when the atarter 
button $s depressed, It must also 
be remembered that the starter 
pinion has to slide into mesh with 
the teeth cut on the flywheel peri- 
phery, To make engagement ensier 
the ends of the teeth are bevelled, 
The starter, pinion is made glass 
hard, but the flywheel teeth are not 
hard, though tough, and conse- 
quently any injury to these teeth 
may cause a jam. , 

The tendency of an engine—toy 
come to a state of rest always at} 
the same position of cranks and pis- 
tonsa state of  equilibrium—re- 
sults in the starter pinion most en- 
gaging the sume teeth; and, as the 
engagement is a forced one, damage 
to the teeth after long use is not 
unlikely. A bent starter shaft will 
cause x jam, and this trouble may 
arise HW the starter is not perfectly 
tight und rigid in its mounting with 
relition to thé flywheel. If the 
starter, be very: slightly loose, the 
pinion will try to climb round the 
flywheel teeth and will be thrown 
out of alignment. The result isa bent 
starter shalt and a solid jam oc- 
cts, necessitating taking the star- 
ter off to get the onyine tree. ‘ 

Another possibility is a backfire 
when starting, due to too much igni- 
tion advance, The sudden reversal 
af mation is practically. certain to: 
twist the shaft, as.the starter is 
exerting its full power in one direc- 
tien against the full power of the 
engine reversal, and damage en- 
suex, just as a broken or sprained 
Wrist may occur when hand start- 
ing. + 
When a simple jam has occurred 
without complications, such as a 
bent shaft, the pinion can usually 
be freed without much trouble, by 
tapping it endwise ‘with a piece of 
hardwood or a hammer, but when 
the starter is of the enclosed type 
the best plan is to engage tag gear 
and rock the car to and fro. 

If the flywheel teeth at one place 
show burring or injury, they should 
be carefully touched up wilh a 
smooth file and finished with emery 
cloth. Particular care should be 
taken that, there is no grit in the 
square thread along which the 
pinion moves, as any sticking of 
the pinion on the thread will pre- 


vent it functioning. Occasional 
cleaning with ‘petrol is advisable, 
GLARELESS. 


A New Reflector Invented.” 


Simple in design, yet effective in 
action is the Universal Glareless 
Reflector, a new device invented 
by ‘a young Sydney salesman’ to 
help to solve the headlight glare 
problem. 

He worked forward from the ac- 

cepted theory that an amber gluss 
in the base of the reflector prevents 
sparks and rays, ‘and was achieved 
by a diffused but penetrating light 
which illuminates’ the road clearly 
for 150 feet and: will nick up ob- 
jects eight times that distance 
ahead, 
To get both diffusion (a fan of 
light) and ‘distance, a “step” has 
been built in the reflector, The 
rear of the bowl is narrow, and 
tends to reflect light straight ahead, 
while the front section curves out 
and diffuses 20 feet on either 
side, as well as immediately before 
the wheels. + 

The reflector is. made of brass, 
oxidised with silver, except where 
the “step” occurs. Here, there is 
a band of natural brags, and this 
gives the ray-destroying glow. 

It is possible to stare straight at 
the, Inmp, at a distance of a scant 
foot from the lens, without being 
dazzled. Even with ordinary bulba 
this is so, while the use of “day- 
fight" bulbs gives a softer, better 
driving Nght. Road illumination 
av‘emains free from jump and is even- 
ly distributed on pot-holey roads. 

Dimmers cannot be used in con- 
junction with the reflector; but they 
are not necessary.’ Sizes-are being 
manufactured to’ fit all makes of 
lamps, :

MOTOR CYCLING. 


ALIGNING A SIDECAR. 


Few motor cyclists have any 


knowledgeable appreciation of 


the harmful effects of the stresses 


and strains which are set up a3 


the result of mal-alignment of a 


sidecar in relation to the machine 


to which it is attached. Still 
fewer, perhaps, take the trouble 


to carry out any necessary ad- 


justments so long as the two 
remain coupled together and do 
no exhibit too great a tendency to 
lean towards each other or fall 
apart. It. is really astonishing 
how many sidecar outfits are to; 
be seen on the road. which 
obviously call for attention in 
this respect. The driver is, per- 
haps, unaware of the fact, but 
an observer facing the oncoming 
vehicle can easily detect fault 
(says “Motor Cycling.”) 

The stresses imposed take on a 
real significance if the mal- 
alignment is permitted to con- 
tinue for any’ length of time, 
and if not, remedied’ will eventual- 
ly distort the sidecar chassis 
members,’ cause uneven tyre 
wear, throw the frame of the 
machine out of line and upset 
the steering. If things come to 
such a pitch it will prove an ex- 
pensive matter to rectify the 
damage consequent upon this ne- 
glect. Prevention is better than 
cure, however, and the’ wisest 
course is to check the alignment 
at ‘intervals and take up. any 
‘play that may have developed. 

No special knowledge is re- 
quired for . the operation, which 
canbe performed in the short 
time with the aid of the tools: 
usually supplied by the manu- 


Jf the sidecar is detached from 
the machine, it is well to-invoke 
the assistance of a friend in 
coupling it up. If this can not 
be done, the machine should be 
kept upright by means of a block 
of wood placed’ under each foot- 
rest or by placing it on the stand. 

_ No road is dead level’ across 
the whole of its width, and this 
fact must be taken into account. | 

The machine should be made to 
lean away slightly from the side- 

car in order to counteract the 
tendency of the road camber to 

‘pull the outfit in towards the 
kerb. A machine which has 
lugs incorporated in the frame 
gives a more rigid attachment, 
requiring less frequent adjust- 
ment, than ig the case when: the 
sidecar is fitted by means of 
auxiliary clips. Particular at- 
tention should - be paid to the 
position of the sidecar, ‘for this 
has a considerable influence. on 
the steering of the outfit. The 
following are the main points to 
‘be borne in mind:— |. 

1. The frame ‘and wheels of 
He machine must be exactly in 
ine. ; b 

2. The sidecar wheel should 
wheel (this distance may vary 
between 44in. and 4in., depen- 
dent upon the length of the 
wheelbase of the machine). 

8. The machine should lean 
slightly outwards, go that it may 
tend to retain a vertical position 
when negotiating a steep camber, 

4, The sidecar wheel should 
point slightly inwards ‘towards 
the front wheel, but should be 
absolutely vertica) in relation to 
the’ ground.

CHINA MALL. 
‘A TAME AFFAIR. 


FAILURE OF SHANGHAI 
_ |, GENERAL STRIKE, 


. Shanghai, July 4,. 

Yesterday's “general strike”. in 
the International Settlement, called 
by the Chinese General Chamber of 
Commerce, the Shanghai Commer- 
elal Federation, and the Amalga- 
mated Street Unions, at the inatiga- 
tion of the Chinese Ratepayers’ 
Association to oppose the enforce- 
ment by the Municipal Council of 
an increase of two per cent. in 
municipal rates was a very tame 
affair indeed. It was carried out 
in a most half-hearted manner and/ 
more than 95 per cent. of the shops 


‘in the Settlement were carrying on 
business yesterday as usual, the 
only exception being that they put 
up their window shutters. The 
doors were open and everybody did 
business on a normal basis. Alt 
‘of the fruit shops and food shops 
were fully open, the former “by 
special permission” on account of 
the fact that their goods were of 
a perishable nature. : 
‘ “Black List.” 

Only three or four score of shops, 
including the big department stores 
in Nanking Road, were actually 
cloned but this was nothing unusual 
because, yesterday, being Sunday, 
they ordinarily do not do business. 
Schools and some mills, suspended 
operations for the day but. they, 
too, usually have Sunday off. 
Nominally, “thousanda” were sup- 
posed not to work but, as a matter 
of fact, only a few privileged ones 
enjoyed a holiday: ‘ . 

The reason why most of the shops 
had'their shutters up and joined 
the "general strike” was that they 
were afraid of being put on the 
“black list’ and were afraid of 
yough treatment on the . part of 
agitators and unprincipled members 
of ‘the Street Unions. Chinese 
newspapers were closed for the day 
and no papers, therefore, will ap- 
pear to-day.—“North China Daily 
News.” ‘ :

USING ROCKET ‘SHIP. | 


What may prove to be the pre- 
liminaries of a voyage to the 
moon — that dream-journey of 
Cyrano de Bergerac and H. G. 
Wells, and, if reports are to be 
believed, of latter-day scibntista 


who are now taking the project || 


serjously — can be visualised in 
the rocket-ship conceived by a 
voung Austrian aviator-astrono- 
mer, Herr Max Valtier, 


The first step in this conquest 
of space, according to him, is a 
way of travelling from one part 
of the earth to another above the 
air, at a height of about 200 miles, 
instead of through it. At sucha 
height the pull of gravity will be 
overcome, and this fact, added to 
negligible resistance, will enable 
speeds of 500 miles an hour to be 
attained easily. ' But-a machine 
must be built that will be quite 
independent of the air—or rather 
the lack of air—a development of 
Professor Parseval’s “propeller 
ship.” ; ' 

The rocket-ship is Herr 
Valliers’ solution to the problem. 
In it rockets built into the wings 
of the machine will form the 
system of propulsion, a special 
form of high explosive being used. 


Steering in space would be done 


by a universal-jointed gyroscope 
attachment; the passengers would 
be in hermetically-scaled cham- 
bers artificially ventilated. and 
heated, . According to reports, the 
difficulties have been thebretically 
overcome, and a special fuel is 
now being tested. ; 
The first ‘step, which Herr 
Vallier hopes to take this summer, 
will be to try a flight with an 
ordinary aeroplane, the wings of 
which ate fitted with the. rocket 
system. If the experiment is suc- 
cessful, it is hoped that progress 
will be made towards a machine 
that is practically a rocket in it 
self. <ind so to the.moon!

‘VILLAGE BOUNDARY

old scale of wages and the aboli- 
tion of the ten per cent, reduc- 


‘tion, the letter states ‘that the 


action of the men is merely a 
protest against the Company’s 
refusal to consider their de- 
mands. If the action of the men 
in refusing to take the ships to 
sea ia considered to be tantamount 
to resignation. the letter points 
out that - proper provision has 
been made for ‘such resignation 
in the officers’ agreement with 
the Company. The men are pre- 
pared to stand by the ships and 
guard the Company’s property 
and will not leave unless specifi- 
cially instructed to do so’ by the 
Company. , ; f 

The above statements were all 
communicated to.the Company by 
letter but the position has been 
somewhat altered by the' dis. 
missal of the two. officers yester- 
day morning.’ Unless these. men 
are re-instated by noon to-day 
the entire fleet’s officers will be 
withdrawn from the vessels, 

The issue has, therefore, shift- 
ed from the original dispute, for 
the time being, and the offcers 
are’ not prdpared to negotiate 
upon the original causes for the
